Apples aa Medicine. 


Chemically, the apple is composed of 


vegetable fiber, albumen, 3Ugar, gum 
chlorophy, malic acid, gallic acid, lime 
and much water, says Medical Age. 
Furthermore, the German analysts say 
that the apple contains a larger percent- 
age of phosphorus than any other fruit 
or vegetable. The phosphorus is admir- 
ably adapted for renewing the essential 
nervous matter, lecithin, of the brain 
and spinal chord. It is, perhaps, for the 
same reason, rudely understood, that old 
Scandinavian traditions represent tbe 
apple as the food of the gods, who, when 
they felt themselves to be growing feeble 
and infirm, resorted to this fruit for re- 
newing thuir powers of mind and body. 
Also the acids of the apple are of signal 
use for men of sedentary habits whose 
livers are sluggish in action, those acids 
serving to eliminate from the body nox- 
ious matters, which, if retained, would 
make the brain heavy and dull, or bring 
about jaundice or skin eruptions and 
other allied troubles. Some such an ex- 
perience must have led to our custom of 
taking apple sauce with roast pork, rich 
goose, and like dishes. The malic acid 
of ripe apples, either raw or cooked, will 
neutralize any excess of chalky matter 
engendered by eating too much meat. 
It is also the fact that such fresh fruits 
as the apple, the pear and the plum, 
when taken ripe and without sugar, di- 
minish acidity in the stomach rather than 
provoke it. Their vegetable sauces and 
juices are converted into alkaline carbon- 
ates, which tend to counteract acidity.

tures is not to be judged of as they stand 
isolated and untenanted. 
But when

Our Washington letter. 


WASHINGTON, Sov. 25, 1892. 


Editor of Compiler: Democratic Sen- 


ators and Representatives are already 
quite numerous in "Washington, and of 
those here at least three-fourths have ex- 
pressed themselves as favoring an early 
extra session of the Fifty-third Congress 
for the purpose of dealing with financial 
and tariff matters. The reason given in 
most cases is that it is a custom of long 
standing with Congress that about one 
year should elapse from the time a new 
tariff law is enacted before it goes into 
effect, in order to give business circles 
and manufacturers an opportunity to 
make preparations for the change that 
will prevent any loss by reason of reduc- 
tions made in the duties. So that even 
if an extra session be called in April .it 
will be in the neighborhood of a year and 
a half after Mr. Cleveland is inaugurat- 
ed before the people can begin to realize 
any benefit from the Democratic reform 
of the tariff. Surely that is long enough 
for the people to continue to bear the 
burdens imposed upon them by the Jlc- 
Kinley law. 


But there is another matter that is 


even more pressing than the tariff—the 
almost immediate need of the Govern- 
ment for money to meet the enormous 
obligations incurred by the Republi- 
cans; and it is not believed that the Re- 
publican majority of the Senate will be 
patriotic enough to drop their intense 
partisanship and aid in this matter dur- 
ing the present sestiou of Congress; they 
don't care how much trouble the coun- 
try gets into after it shall have passed 
into Democratic hands. .Notwithstand- 
ing the continued assertions of Secretary 
Foster that there will be no deficit in the 
Treasury during the current fiscal year, 
many^irominent Democrats believe there 
will be. The reason for this belief is 
that the officials of this administration 
can, if so disposed, withhold upon one or 
another pretext the payment of many 
large sums that will fall due betweep 
now and the fourth of March next, leav- 
ing them to be liquidated by the Demo- 
cratic administration, but not leaving 
the money to do it with. Indeed, it is 
the general belief that the deficit would 
exist to-day, except for this policy of de- 
lay in meeting payments which has been 
in vogue for two years or more. In any 
event, it cannot be much longer stayed 
off, and all admit that it will probably 
come during the next fiscal year. 


How to meet it is the most pressing 


question with which the Democratic ad- 
ministration and Congress will have to 
deal next year. If it can be temporari- 
ly met in some way until the new tariff 
can §<,"„ into working order and the Dem- 
ocrats get an opportunity to lop off the 
extravagant expenses of the Govern- 
ment and reduce expenditures to a 
Democratic basis of economy everything 
will be all right, as the lowered tariff 
will certainly add many millions to the 
custom receipts of the Government. It 
is because of this knowledge that quite a 
number of prominent Democrats favor 
issuing bonds at a low rate of interest 
for the money that will be absolutely 
needed, instead of increasing any present 
tax or adding a new one. It is a very 
interesting and a very important ques- 
tion and no fears need be felt that the 
best plan, all tilings considered, will not 
be adopted.

RAILBOAD.— President Hood's report of the 
operations of the Western Maryland Rail- 
road for the year ended September 30, 1892, 
shows a prosperous condition of the property, 
with increased earnings, gioss and net.

the last two years net earnings have increas- 
by $114,422, which, capitalized at five per 
cent., gives $2,288,445 as the increase in the 
value of the property in that time, and that, 
too, without any contribution of revenue by 
the new Potomac Valley Railroad, just com- 
pleted. An increase in value of over a mil- 
lion a year is nndonbtedly a most gratifying 
fact, 


The gross earnings for the fiscal year were 


$1,083.321 ; the expenses, $u'91,028 ; the 
net earnings, $392.293. The increase of 
gross earnings is $178. 943 ; of net earnings, 
$59,034. A still larger increase is anticipat- 
ed next year from the operation of the 
Potomac Valley Railroad. 
Of passengers 


j, 298, 063 were carried ; of freight 998,938 
tons were moved. 
The average passenger 


rate was 1.63 cents per passenger per mile ; 
the average freight rate, 1 39 cents per mile 
per ton. 
Compared with 1891 there is a

The fire was con- 
fined to the third and fourth stories of the 
bnilding. Oa the second floor are the com- 
posing and editoral rooms of the Patriot and 
the Sunday Kcics. All the files and private 
papers weie saved and the only loss here is 
from water. Water was three feet deep in 
the cellar where the Patriot presses are lo- 
cated, but the machinery was uninjured.

Good farmers have always had a high 


opinion of lime as an improver of the 
land. This has been a popular belief 
from time immemorial, and, as we are 
learning the reason of many things that 
have been practiced for centuries without 
knowing why they were useful and val- 
uable, the old practice is justified by dis- 
coveries of the why and how. 


lame ia much more soluble in cold 


water than in warm. Therefore this is 
the right season of the year to apply ir, 
to the land, so that it may slowly dis- 
solve during the winter and exert its 
beneficial effects upon the son. It has 
been shown by recent chemical investi- 
gations that the carbonate of lime—and 
the quick lime used by farmers soon be- 
comes carbonated after exposure to the 
soil, full of decaying vegetable matter, 
producing carbonic acid—is indispensa- 
ble for the existence and action of the 
nitrogen-producing microbe that so rich- 
ly fertilizes the soil. Besides, the lime 
acts upon the mineral matter of the soil, 
dissolving silica that is in combination 
with nearly every kind of mineral plant 
food in the land, and thus making these 
elements available for crops. It also 
decomposes organic matter that may 
be in the soil in the form of unexpended 
manure or decaying weeds 1hat have 
been turned under, or the roots and 
waste of previous crops, and makes 
these, too, available. All this being so, 
wcat more useful fertilizer can the far- 
mer apply to the land to increase his 
crops? 


But one thing is not to be neglected. 


If li-ne thus acts, as we know it does, 
the farmer must give it plenty of ma- 
terial to work upon. Otherwise the soil 
will become quickly exhausted, just as a 
gold mine will be when dynamite is used 
for breaking down the ore and by its 
tenfold strength depletes the mine with 
equivalent rapidity. The land of the 
fanner, however, is better than the best 
gold mine that ever existed, for the 
more it is worked in the right way, the 
richer and more lasting it becomes.—

Humane Treatment of Stock. 


TVith all the wonderful progress of the 


Humane Society interested in America, 
we are asked what our stock breeders 
and fanners are doing to develop the 
more humane treatment of the farm 
stock. There are many things that 
greatly improved, but as yet no organiz- 
ed effort of humane societies in the coun- 
try, says the 
Western Agriculturalist. 


We are glad to see the check rein coming 
down in the country, as it has almost 
entirely in the cities; we are glad to see 
horse blankets in general use in cold 
weather when horses are hitched out in 
the cold, and the farmer, who is almost 
as thoughtful as his city neighbor to 
hitch his horse in the shade, and to pro- 
vide some shade in the pasture for the 
comfort of the stock. Water is provided 
now for all classes of stock as freely as 
feed; warm, comfortable shelter is rapid- 
ly increasing, and in many ways the 
general humane interest is progressing, 
and while it pays to be humane there is 
no more ennobling characteristic in any 
farmer than the kind, humane treatment 
of all his stock, and we all admire and 
respect the humane man whether in city 
or country.

A Plan to Obtain Good Roads. 


Oolone' Albert A. Pope, of Boston, 


has taken hold of the road problem with 
characteristic energy. His idea is that 
there should be founded at Washington 
a road department similar to the Agri- 
cultural Department for the purpose of 
promoting knowledge in the art of 
building permanent roads and for tlie 
teaching of skilled road engineers. He 
also urges the establishment of a per- 
manent exhibit at Washington to illus- 
lustrate different methods of road con- 
struction, the best road materials and 
machinery, and likewise the erection of 
a building at Chicago during the World's 
Fair in which a similar exhibit can be 
arranged. 
For the advancement of 


these ideas Colonel Pope has prepared 
a petition to Congress asking for the pas- 
sage of the necessary laws. These pe- 
titions will be placed in post offices and 
other public places, and it is expected 
that one million signatures will be ob- 
tained.
